City planning commissioners 
next Monday night will, for the 
first time, consider a proposal 
for a “high rise” 10-story apart- 
ment proposed to be built in 
Menlo Park.

Construction began this week 
on the $1,500,000 Park Forest 
Apartments at Encinal Avenue 
and El Camino Real. 

Builder and owner of the 
four story deluxe apartment 
building at Stonepine Lane and 
El Camino Real is Ganiats Con- 
struction Company of Menlo 
Park. The plush building will 
include 77 luxury units. 

Many of the amenities asso- 
ciated with the Nob Hill type 
apartments in San Francisco 
will be offered in the “H” 
shaped apartment house, ac- 
cording to Alex Ganiats, head 
of the construction firm. 

Architect is Mogens Mogen- 


Two elevators are being in- 
cluded in the apartment house. 
Parking facilities for 100 cars 
will be provided beneath the 
house. 

“Junior one bedroom” apart- 
ments will be an unusual fea- 
ture of the building. These are 


one bedroom units by simply 
using a screen to close off the 
Two bedroom 
apartments with two baths will 
also be included. 

All units in Park Forest 
Apartments will have private 
balconies. 


meeting, calls for a 10-story, 93- 
foot-tall building to be con- 
structed on an acre and a half 
site at the southeast corner of 
University Drive and Valparai- 
so Avenue. Encinal Park Asso- 
ciates would be the developer. 

The building would cover 
about 14 percent of the land 
area buf a roof garden would 
supplement this; it’s figured 
that, counting this in, a total 
cf 7° percent of che site weuld 
be reserved for recreational 
use. 
Arnold Fluckiger, architect 
with Paul Huston, Palo Alto, is 
making drawings for the build- 
ing. He said it would definite- 
ly be a “luxury” unit, with one 
and two-bedroom apartments. 

There would be a total of 78 
apartments, according to pres- 
ent plans, he said. About half 
of these would be of the two- 
bedroom size. 

Swimming pools for the ten- 
ants would be on the roof, along 
with a “commons” recreation 
room and other facilities. 

The grounds below, which 
are extensively wooded, would 
have more recreational facili- 
ties, including a tennis court 
and putting green, Fluckiger 
said. 

There would be a total of 1.8 
parking spaces per apartment 
provided on the site. Most of 
these would be under the apart- 
ment itself but some visitor 
parking would be uncovered. 

Each apartment would have 
extensive deck areas, with liv- 
ing and dining rooms opening 
onto them, Pluckiger said. 

He estimated cost of the en- 
tire development at ‘more than 
$2,000,000,” but stressed that 
the economics of construction 
have not been worked out as 
yet and that this is a prelim- 
inary estimate. 

The building would be of 
structural concrete construc- 
tion, he added. But here again, 
details have to be worked out.

The next Ravenswood City 
School District bond election 
will be held on Tuesday, Feb. 4, 
1964 — just over three months 
from now. 


District trustees, undaunt- 
ed by the defeat of a $850,- 
000 bond election on Oct. 8, 
set the new date at their 
Monday night meeting in 
East Palo Alte. 

They also: 

—Revised the bond figure to 
$795,000. 

—Approved making a new 
state aid application so that the 
building program can proceed 
quickly if voters vote “yes” 
next time. 

—Approved a contract with 
architect Kal Porter of San 
Jose for design of the proj- 
ect buildings, including pre- 
liminary work which must 
be done before a state school 
construction loan can be 


granted. 

Construction program critic 
Tom Kavanaugh questioned the 
latter action, asking how much 
money was involved and if 
Porter would be paid if the 
bond election failed again. 

An _ architect’s contract is 
based on a percentage of the 
project cost and the project 
cost estimate can’t be made un- 
til Porter does necessary pre- 
liminary work, Dr. Andrew 
“Whité, boafd president, told 
Kavanaugh. 

Giving a contract to an 
architect before a building 
program is approved has 
“been standard procedure in 
this district in the past,” said 
Supt. of Schools Roderic V. 
Moore. 


He pointed out that the diis- 
trict has a pending application 
with the Federal Home Agen- 
cy for a loan to cover architec- 
tural fees. No final word has 
been heard but “we have every 
indication” that it will be ap- 
proved, he said. 


If it does, Porter can go} 
ahead with a full head of steam 
on design of the total project 
and wouldn’t have to wait for 
the election. 


If the election fails, the 
loan is writen off by the gov- 
ernment at no financial loss 
to the district. If the vote is 
successful, use of the new fa- 
cilities will be months closer, 
Moore said. 


“We are doing everything | 
possible to protect the general | 
fund,” Moore said. “This has | 
always been our policy.” |

Other trees which might in 
the future pose a threat might 
be saved through judicious 
trimming, members of the com- 
mittee agreed. 

The tree removal job is be- 
ing done by crews of the two 
counties in the course of an- 
nual channel clearance, so the 
creek will be able to carry a 
maximum amount of water 
during the coming winter. 

Legally, the county govern- 
ments can remove trees on pri- 
vate property by acquiring — 
by purchase or otherwise — 
easements on private property.

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Truck Ordinances 
Remain Unrealistic 


E. Finley Carter, senior management counsellor and 
former president of Stanford Research Institute, last week 
in Detroit remarked that “transportation problems are wors- 
ening faster than we are solving them.” 


Aside from the fact that he made his remarks in a singu- 
larly appropriate place, the fountainhead of most of these 
problems, the thought is hardly new. 


But Carter didn’t have to go to Detroit to find traffic 
problems. We've got plenty of them right here and among 
traffic problems which are crying to be solved is the truck- 
ing problem. 

At the moment, the mid-peninsula is threatened with 
a truckers’ boycott, because Palo Alto has passed a thor- 
oughly unrealistic truck control law and Menlo Park and 
Atherton, in self-defense to keep large vehicles (serving 
Palo Alto) off local streets, have followed suit. 


Nobody in either of the latter communities has any 
delusions about the acceptability of the laws, however, and 
Menlo Park in particular has indicated a willingness to 
modify its laws as soon as Palo Alto makes realistic amend- 
ments to its ordinances. 

It is true that many people think the truck ordinance 
as it present stands is swell. In Menlo Park, residents along 
many streets which have not been designated “truck routes” 
are happy because the large vehicles aren’t using the same 
street their youngsters (legally or not) are playing in. 

But if you were to ask these same people, “If such bans 
on trucking are made universal, how would you get your 
groceries?” They'd possibly admit the whole thing was 
ridiculous. 

There's no way out of it; the truck ordinances of mid- 
peninsula cities must be drastically modified, in behalf of 
good sense.

School Reorganization 
Faces High Hurdles 


Two weeks ago, an augmented county committee on 
school district organization approved a so-called “Plan-E” 
for unifying the present Sequoia High School District into 
three school agencies. 

There apparently are still more studies, talks and hear- 


ings before this becomes an official recommendation to 
the state. 


Local effect of the plan would be to combine Ravens- 
wood, Menlo Park, Las Lomitas,, Woodside and Portola 
Valley school districts as one agency controlling education 
on all levels. 

It cannot be expected that this plan, if it finally mate- 
rializes in a school district organization, will be popular 
with administrators. For there presumably will be one 
superintendent where there are now five for the elementary 
districts, and maybe that one administrator will oversee 
the high school agency as well. He'll have assistants, of 
course, but these may or may not be as well paid as the 
present superintendents. 

The plan might well fail to get the approval of voters, 
as well. For many residents of the area might not feel they 
want to share problems and expenses of others. Menlo Park 
and Ravenswood School Districts are pretty well built up, 
for instance. Will a majority of the voters in these areas be 
willing to assess themselves for building programs of the 
future in Portola Valley and Woodside? And will Menlo 
Park district voters, contemplating the tax rates of Ravens- 
wood and Las Lomitas districts, show an eagerness to help 
share them? 

Then, there’s the mechanical thing: How does the pro- 
posed district relate to the location of existing schools? 
More particularly, when one thinks of it, how are the 
centers of population related to the existing high schools? 
And will the district— much smaller than Sequoia High 
School District—have a bonding capacity which could 
support construction of yet another high school? 

We're aware that tha County Committee on School 
District Organization has given long and complete study 
to these problems, and feels that the present “Plan E” solu- 
tion is the best that can be worked out for the children of 
the five elementary school districts in this area. 

But even so, it may well fail to get the approval of the 
majority of the area’s voters. 


Planners Can Control 


Hospital’s Functions 


Next Monday night, Menlo Park city planners are to 
announce their decision regarding whether or not the 
Sharon Heights Convalescent Hospital shall be allowed 
to change its classification to that of a “general” hospital. 


The planners have control; in issuing a use permit, they 
can specify that the hospital remain essentially the same 
type of facility it now is, except that its formal designation 
will be changed. They carefully can spell out that it will 
have no pediatrics, maternity, emergency or out-patient 
facilities, thus removing objections that reclassifying the 
hospital will result in a host of traffic and noise problems. 

The hospital probably never should have been con- 
structed where it is. Its owners probably should have 
checked state laws regarding classification of hospitals and 
insurance company policy regarding them, before asking 
that the word, “convalescent,” be included in the title. 

The altereativg to teclassification of the hespital has to 
be considered, also. If it is not reclassified, there’s a good 
possibility the Sharon Heights hospital will become unecon- 
omical to operate. This can mean only a deterioration in 
its use — something that might be reflected in problem in 
greater number or extent than would confront Sharon 
Heights residents if it is allowed to change its classification. 
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Evolution of East Palo Alto 
and Belle Haven into areas 
largely populated by non- 
whites was relatively sudden. 

It didn’t come about as the 
result of a normal evolution in 
population patterns, either, 
and it didn’t wait until Bay- 
shore Highway was made into 
a freeway to occur. 

Whether the trend for large 
numbers of Negroes to move 
into the area could have been 
stopped, reversed, or somehow 
guided is problematical, too. 

In the early 1950's, of 
course, there were a few Ne- 
gro families in the area. 
They lived close together, in 
an area bounded by New- 
bridge Street, Willow Road, 
Alberni Street and Ralmar 
Avenue. 

Whether they all lived to- 
gether in a small area because 
they wanted to or because that 
was the only area in which 
they were shown homes when 
seeking to purchase them is 
problematical; you can proba- 
bly get statements to either ef- 
fect. 

There were no — or few Ne- 
gro families in the Belle Hav- 
en area, which was at the time 
within the city limits of Menlo 
Park. 

But then a curious thing hap- 
pened: A Negro family moved 
in. 

If memory serves, there were 
declarations that this was the 
work of some _integrationist 
group or other, which sincerely 
wanted to demonstrate that Ne- 
groes could own homes in an 
area of relatively low-cost hous- 
ing. 

Another story has it that a 
real estate firm—not a mem- 
ber of the Menlo Park-Ather- 
ton Board of Realtors but ei- 
ther from out of the area or 
set up for the purpose — 
bought the home and sold it 
to a Negro family. 

At any rate, this first move 
was followed by pressure by 
real estate salesmen from firms 


25 Years Ago: 
Bay ‘Island’ 
Attracted 
Residents 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


October 14, 1938: 


With Treasure Island in San 
Francisco Bay opened to the 
general motoring public every 
weekend, thousands of Califor- 
nians today were planning pre- 
view trips to the site of the 
1939 Golden Gate International 
Exposition. 

Close on the heels of the an- 
nouncement the man-made is- 
land was to be opened to week- 
end traffic, came news from 
virtually every section of Cali- 
fornia that motorists were plan- 
ning to take advantage of the 
opportunity of seeing a magic 
city in the building. 

Construction activity, ever 
increasing as the Feb. 18 open- 
ing date of the California 
World’s Fair nears, amazed 
thousands who visited Treasure 
Island last weekend. 

The new Yerba Buena Island 
highway, just completed at a 
cost of $600,000, swelled the 
regular run of visitors who us- 
ually make their island visits 
via ferry. The route, smooth 
and streamlined, has been de- 
signed to lure tourists to the 
400-acre island on which thous- 
ands of workmen are erecting 
scores of exhibit palaces, con- 
cession halls and gayway at- 
tractions. The 25-acre magic 
carpet along the western side 
of the island is abloom, and 
thousands of trees are being 
placed.

not previously established in 
the area. 

Recorder correspondents who 
lived there at the time recall 
that, at times, they were visit- 
ed by as many as three sales- 
men a week. 

The message was always the 
same : 

“Negroes are moving into 
this area and as you know, this 
usually results in a deprecia- 
tion of property values. If you 
will list your home with me 
now, I may be able to get your 
original purchase price for you 
at this time. But if you wait 
six months, I can’t guarantee 
to be able to do this.” 

One must remember that 
most of these homes were built 
between 1948 and 1952 and, in 
the normal course of inflation, 
had increased in dollar values 
between then and 1955. 


Many of the residents were 
reluctant to sell on this basis. 
A few did. And the homes 
they sold ultimately, too, 
were sold to Negroes. 

The real estate sales promot- 
ers by this time were able to 
set up shop in the area. 

But they didn’t stop at sell- 
ing homes to people who walk- 
ed in the front door, and secur- 
ing listings by pavement- 
pounding and knocking on 
doors. 

They also printed scores of 
thousands of printed notices —

the Recorder was asked to bid 
on some of the jobs — which 
read in substance: 

“Belle Haven area in Menlo 
Park now open to non-segregat- 
ed housing. 

“Live in the country. 

“Use your G.I. Bill of Rights. 

“Buses leave every day from 
the corner of and —— at 
1 p.m.” 

The address given was in the 
heart of San Francisco’s Fill- 
more district, which was large- 
ly a Negro section. 

At the time, it will be re- 
called, that area was not con- 
sidered one of the better sec- 
tions of San Francisco in the 
physical sense. Much of it has 
since been “redeveloped.” 

One can hypothesize about 
the kind of people who would 
have 2 weekday afternoon 
free to take a bus ride. 

Undoubtedly there were 
some who took time off work 
so they could see an area where 
they hoped to have a home of 
their own. But there undoubt- 
edly were others who were just 
idle, and who went along for 
the ride. 

The buses were driven to the 
Belle Haven area and up and 
down the streets, so all the 
present residents could see 
what their new neighbors 
might be like. 

Some of them weren’t partic- 
ularly attractive. They are re- 
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membered in many instances 
to have brought along cans of 
beer and other refreshments, 
und to toss the cans and bottles 
out of the bus when finished 
with them. 

The real estate salesmen con- 
tinued to make their rounds 
and it began to appear that 
“Negroes in the neighborhood 
will generally devaluate prop- 
erty,” as they declared. 

The financial hanky-panky 
behind all these quick sales 
was clever, too. 

As the real estate compa- 
nies promoting this “block 
busting” got a listing on a 
house, they generally did so 
giving the understanding 
that the property had lost 
value. Thus, a house which in 
1950 had been sold, new, for 
$10,000, might be listed for, 
say, $9500 with its original 
owner agreeing to take a 
loss. 


But it wasn’t sold at that 
price directly to a Negro. 

It was sold to a proxy own- 
er — probably in the same 
room with the real estate man 
who got the listing. 

The proxy owner then would 
get an appraisal of the house’s 
value based on its original cost, 
how much its price had advanc- 
ed due to inflation and what 
improvements had been made. 

This ran the price up some- 
what — to maybe, say, $10,500 
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or $11,000. 

So the real estate firms in on 
this operation realized not a 
simple commission, but two 
commissions and a neat profit 

At the time, mortgage 
terms were _ considerably 
more liberal than they are 
now, too, and veterans of 
Wolrld War II had the advan- 
tage of their GI Bill guaran- 
tees. 


Thus many individuals who 
otherwise could not have af- 
forded them moved into the 
houses — bringing on another 
set of problems when they 
couldn’t make payments later 
on. 


In subsequent years other de- 
velopments have continued to 
force Negroes to seek housing 
in Belle Haven and other “un- 
segregated” housing areas. 

“Redevelopment” in San 
Francisco has called for the de- 
struction of much of the old 
Fillmore district slum and al- 
though not good housing, it was 
at least inexpensive enough so 
unskilled workers could afford 
it 

A local developer at one time 
told the Menlo Park planning 
commission that there was a 
“great need” for inexpensive 
apartments in the area — and 
you can see the result today, 
along the Bayshore frontage 
road and Willow Road east of 
Bayshore.

WHY ALL THE FUROR? 
Editor, the Recorder:

BUT, do we know what to expect if these men 
who are financially AND professionally interested are 
forced into financial failure and abandonment to unknown 
interests because of a traffic problem handed down to them. 

Many of the early Sharon Heights purchasers thought 
they were protected by laws requiring a Master Plan to 
protect them from piecemeal planning as in such land de- 
velopments as Sharon, but had to learn the hard 
ACCEPT whatever changes came about. NOW, the num- 
ber of residents is larger, their leadership stronger, and 
they wish to protect themselves and their homes an l 
dren not only from additional traffic which might or might 
not be created if the hospital becomes a general hospital, 
but from the Allstate Insurance Company, which as seen 
from their front doors daily adds doom with its domineer- 
ing architecture.

> The electric power capacity 
‘serving Woodside and vicinity 
is being doubled by the addi- 
tion of new equipment at 
Woodside substation and the 
Yevamping or construction of a 
total of 7.5 miles of power 
lines. 

* Adolph L. Imgrund, Pacific 
Ges and Electric Company 
manager at Redwood City, said 
‘a second transformer bank that 
Steps down electricity from 
“60,000 to 12,000 volts is being 
installed at Woodside Substa- 
‘tion at Woodside and Whiskey 
Hill. roads. 

In addition, a unit which 
‘converts electricity from 12,000 
to 4,000 volts is being added, 
‘and a 60,000 to 4,000-volt bank, 
mo longer necessary, is being 
Temoved. 

- PG&E is also converting 6.5 
miles of power lines from the 
Substation from 4,000 to 12,000 
volts; replacing copper wires 
‘with larger capacity aluminum 
in a half mile of 12,000-volt 
dines; and constructing a half 
mile of new 12,000-volt line to 
complete interconnections to 
the distribution system. 

- The substation and line work 
will cost an estimated $194,000. 
‘Completion is scheduled in 
‘about a month. 

= “This new substation and 
power line construction will

New Museum: 


Big Estates 


‘Named’ 
Peninsula 


In 22 years the San Mateo 
County Historical Museum 
has grown from a classroom 
at the College of San Mateo 
to a $100,000 building on the 
new campus. 

To acquaint the people of 
this area with the activities 
and the numerous displays in 
the museum, members from 
the Writing for Publication 
Class at the college have au- | 
thored a series of articles. |

Drive south on El Camino. | 
Did you notice that such streets | 
as Easton, Borel, Atherton in- 
tersected? These are names of 
the land barons who once held 
great estates on the Peninsula. 

Theirs is a fascinating story | 
as told by Dr. Frank H. Stan- 


ger, genial and capable director | ; 


of the San Mateo County His- 

torical Museum. His new book 
on the history and heritage of 
San Mateo County is soon to 
come off the press. Much of | 
the information that Dr. Stan- 
ger had discussed will be avail- | 
able at the Museum when the 
move is made to the new build- 
ing on the San Mateo College 
campus. 

The era of Peninsula estates 
began in the 1860’s and boom- 
ed in the ’70’s and ’80’s. It all 
began with the building of the 
San Francisco and San Jose 
Railroad,a local enterprise con- 
ceived and built by local capi- 
talists and local engineers. 
With it came a rush of land in- 
vestors, bringing on a huge 
rise in land values. The popular 
trend among men of means was 
to establish an elaborate coun- 
ty residence within easy reach 


‘of offices and social engage- 


ments within the city. 

In 1864, William C. Ral- 
ston bought his now famous 
place in Belmont. John Par- 
rott purchased his land in 
1860, on the site of the pres- 
ent Baywood Apartments on 
West Third Avenue. 

Darius Ogden Mills bought 
1500 acres (original cost was 
recorded at $10,000) next to 
Easton’s in 1860. Mills called 
his mansion “Millbrae.” Two 
young Irishmen who had re- 
cently come from Menlough, 
Ireland, purchased land that 
was to be named Menlo Park. 

Paxon Dean Atherton pur- 
chased 500 acres on El Camino 
at the present Atherton Ave- 

nue. Leland Stanford bought 
acreage south of Menlo Park, 
and James C. Flood acquired 
600 acres on Middlefield Road. 

In purchasing these large 
pieces of land, the buyers were 
in some ways similar to the 
rancheros of an earlier day, but 
in sheer acreage their holdings 
were dwarfed by Jose Sanchez’ 
Buri Buri of 15,000 acres, and 
the Arguello family’s grant of 
35,000, known as Rancho de las 
Pulgas. 

Boundaries of these proper- 
ties were designated by land- 
marks, not by surveyors. The 
corner of a rancho was marked |: 
by ‘‘an ash tree and a protrud- 
ing rock,”or perhaps “a small 
lagoon.” Old maps, now in the 
possession of the Museum show 
the extent of the land grants, 
and records tell of titles chal- 
lenged and fought through the 
courts for many years. 

These costly disputes meant 
on the one hand, that many of 
the grantees lost their land en- 
tirely while, on the other, even 
the builders of “bonanza man- 
sions” had to prove the title to

(Editor’s Note: This is the 
first in a series of articles plan- 
ned to attempt a definition of 
the “career woman” as she 
emerges in the Mid-Peninsula 
area.) 

Women in business have 
changed the style of their ap- 
proach to a career almost as 
radically as they have changed 
their style of dress.

Bears Hope Offense Will 
Bother $C—For a Change 


Ball control and effective of- 
fense—these were the things 
Coach Art Boettcher was work- 
ing on this week ,as his troops 
prepared to meet coach Sam 
Nicolopoulos’ San Carlos Dons 
Friday night at Terremere 
field. 

“What we’re trying to do 
this week,” he averred, ‘is get 
together an offense where the 
defense has to stop it—where 
we don’t stop it ourselves. 

“Maybe this way we'll get 
some ball control and be able 
to make an effective showing.” 

Coach Boettcher rated the 
Dons as “tough’—quite a 
tribute, considering the cam- 
paign the locals have been 
through, which saw them lose 
to Palo Alto by a substantial 
score, and also a wide margin 
gift to Cubberley. 

Reason those teams were 
able to stack in the extra 
touchdowns, Boettcher theo- 
rized, was because they had 
the ball most of the time— 
which they did. 

Then last week, as the Bears 
overcame a stubborn Ravens- 
wood defense, they were able 
to do so only by a 7-6 margain 
—which again indicated to the 
mentor that his charges weren’t 
moving the ball. 

Looking at a _ prospective 
lineup for tomorrow night’s 
game, the coach figured that 
he’d have the services of Mel 
Shuman, who has been out for 
the last three games. Shu- 
man’s last starting role was in 
the post of fullback; now be- 
cause he can play it and be- 
cause Boettcher figures he 
hasn’t had enough time to re- 
gain his old surefootedness 


(and also because the tackle 
position provides more protec- 
tior™for an injured hip) he’ll 
go at the left tackle spot. 

Tackle Doug Banducci, who 
inherited an infected cleat 
mark a couple of games ago, 
might be ready. 

Also Bob Burrill, who had 
an old foot-muscle injury ag- 
gravated last Friday in the 
Ravenswood joust, missed Mon- 
day’s practice and might or 
might not be in top form. 

Turning his attention once 
again to the San Carlos club, 
Boettcher noted that most de- 
fenses have been keyed to stop- 
ping fullback Bill Laitch, a 
smoothie who at the start of 


the season was expected to 


surprise. 

But this left the mail-carry- 
ing chores to a couple of San 
Carlos stronghearts by the 
names of Yaeger and Yarnell, 
who gave Woodside a bad time 
before the Cats were able to 
manage a last-minute save and 
keep the Dons from registering 
a victory at their expense. 

The band from Bearville 
was outplayed somewhat by 
Ravenswood’s Trojans last 
Friday, but they got a con- 
version which gave them the 
victory and _ that’s what 
counts in the game of foot- 
ball. 

True, the M-A troops manag- 
ed to collect a total of 13 first 
downs to Ravenswood’s 10, but 
the Trojans assembled a total 
of 209 net yards to the Bears’ 
139 during the game. 

The Menlo-Atherton _ line- 
backers got a good share of the 

credit for staving off a Ravens- 
wood win. Sal Sabala, Len Con- 


sani and Ned Sams were the 
effectives in this arrangement. 

Bob Burrill and brother Dick 
got credit for what offense 
Menlo-Atherton showed. 

Dick intercepted a pass in 
the second quarter and finally 
was knocked down on the 
Trojan 16. Four plays later, 
his brother was in the end zone. 

Coach Howard  Costello’s 
band for Ilium wasn’t favored 
by fortune much, having one 
touchdown called back for an 
offside. 

Early in the fourth quarter 
Mel Easley got sprung for a 
56-yard run to the M-A four 
yard line; the Trojans drove in 
from there. 

Neither team showed much 
of a passing attack, both 
throwing the ball four times, 
for a single completion each. 
Each had a pass intercepted, 
too—enough to make any 

quarterback doubt the wis- 
dom of this particular strata- 
gem. 

Sams got his first trial as a 
fullback—a post which Boett- 
cher has been trying to fill 
since Shuman went on the in- 
jured list. 

Did well, too. For it was his 
effort at right guard which 
gave the extra point which pro- 
vided the margin of victory. 

Dick Burrill, for the first 
time in his varsity career, 
found himself in the quarter- 
back spot and Boettcher found 
that he could handle that job, 
as well as his regular halfback 
post. 

All in all, the game with 
Ravenswood was educational— 
if it doesn’t prove too costly 
in injured and maimed.

You won't find them featur- 
ed on magazine covers, but the 
varied members of the Laurel 
family are held in high esteem 
by California gardeners. They 
are workaday shrubs of consid- 
erable merit, whether used 
singly as specimens or as 
screens, windbreaks and hedg- 


Laurel, 

leaves and a dense habit of 
growth. Left to its own, it will 
form a small tree, but garden- 
ers seldom leave it to grow as 


ito perform all sorts of tasks. 
HEDGE USE 
English Laurel will tolerate 


severe trimming and for that 


reason is widely used for hedg- 
es. When you need a hedge 
high or low that has bold, glos- 
sy foliage and requires less 
care than the familiar Privet 
hedge, try this laurel. You can 
hold it down to three or four 
feet in height by two feet wide, 
or trim it up to a neat screen 
some ten feet high and three 
feet wide. Unlike the Privet, it

Laurel is also available in our 
State. The Schipkaensis varie- 
ty is similar to the above, but 
smaller in every respect. You 
can use it for foundation plant- 
ings and for low hedges, where 
it is ideally suited.

CAROLINA 

The Carolina Cherry Laurel 
is one of the most desirable 
shrubs to be found in Califor- 
nia — durable and attractive at 
the same time. Its foliage is 
smaller than English Laurel, 
but just as dense and just as

Carolina Cherry makes an 
excellent tall screen or lower, 
clipped hedge. If allowed to 
grow up, it makes a small op- 
en tree in time, 20 or even 30 
feet high.
